and hundreds of handker- 
chiefs have been rushed 
through the mails to the bed- 
ridden sufferers. 

These reports have not only 
been heralded through Pente- 
costal papers, but also through 
some of the secular papers. 
People have taken advantage 
of every means and avenue to 
circulate the good news. There 
have been seen a few reports 
of the dead being raised to 
life again. Some that have 
heen dead several hours. 

The names of a few people 
have been made prominent 
as factors of these marvelous 
healings. Some have become 
so noted that where ever they 
go great crowds are attracted 
to their meetings. People go 
to see these marvelous heal- 
ings with their own eyes. 
They travel hundreds of miles 
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to see the man or woman that 
reports say have been so won- 
derfully used in healing dread 
and lothesome diseases. Hun- 
dreds of dollars are spent for 
carfare and hotel bills by 
curiosity seekers. They want 
to see some of what has been 
reported. | 

It is not our purpose to ob- 
ject to reports being published 
of marvelous healings. When 
such things are made known 
it has a tendency to inspire 
faith in others. Let such be 
heralded abroad that the 
works of our God may be 
made known throughout the 
lengths and breadths of the 
world. Let it be known that 
the God we serve is the same 
yesterday, to-day and forever 
and that He is as powerful 
and willingto heal now as in 
the days of the Apostles. 

While many marvelous 
cases of healings have been 
reported through the press we 
are assured that there are 
hundreds and thousands of 
cases that have never been 
written up and spread out be- 
fore the world. 

[ have noticed for some 
time that other pentecostal 
papers give more space in 
their columns for such reports 
than the Evangel. Some 
might think that we have 
nothing to report. I dare say 
that itis my candid opinion 
that we could report as mar- 
velous cases as any of the pa- 
pers. It would not be too 
much to say that if we were 
to give account of every case 
that comes under direct ob- 
servation of our work that 
our paper could be filled up 
with such reports every week. 
But we have reasons for with- 


holding such reports. None 
of our people care to become 
famous as ‘‘healers.’’ They 
have no desire for display and 
prominence. They love to 
relieve the afflicted and let 
the oppressed go free, but do 
not care for the world to know 
who did the work of mercy 
under the power of God.

The writer was told person- 
ally by one who wasthere that 
a certain man in Africa was re- 
porting marvelous things 
through the pentecostal pa- 
pers of America with a view 
to draw money from innocents 
in the home land, but that 
the things never happened 
and were unknown to any 
body there. 

Recent investigation has 
proven that many of the re- 
ports that were freely circulat- 
ed a few mouths ago about so 
many deaf mutes being healed 
and many cases of other dis- 
eases are untrue. The very 
ones who were mentioned as 
healed, we are told by those 
who investigated, were not 
healed. These flaming blaz- 
ing reports came from places 
where some of these promi- 
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nent ‘‘healers’’ were at work. 

We do not doubt but that 
many were healed, but in 
writing up such things great 


eare should be taken not to 
exaggerate. This is what 


hurts the cause. 

It is a fact that God is heal- 
ing hundreds and thousands 
of cases. 

The deaf can hear, dumb 
made to speak, lame to walk, 
some who never have walked 
unti! prayed for are now walk- 
ing. Cancers, tuberculosus, 
rupture, blindness,- rheuma- 
tism, measles, small-pox, ¢a- 
tarrh, indigestion and almost 
every kind of disease is being 
healed by the power of God, 
but just as many marvelous 
cases are healed in answer to 
the prayer of faith by those 
whose names are never seen 
in newspapers and are un- 
known to the world as by 
those who have become fam- 
ous for their power with God 
for healing. 

To those who are sick I 
would say, God will heal you 
when proper conditions are 
met. Call in the elders at 
your home. Call in your 
friends who are near you that 
you know are trusting the 
Lord for their own healing.
